Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 1 -4 contain a 
new subject matter which is not supported by the original disclosure. Nowhere in the 
original disclosure is there a support for "a variation in a radius of curvature of an 
imaging surface of the second optical lens system is opposite to that in a radius of 
curvature of an imaging surface of the third optical lens system in the sub-scanning 
direction in accordance with a change in temperature." recited in claims 1-4, last 
paragraph. Although the specification, pages 15-16, discloses how the image forming 
position is changed by each of plastic lens 141 of the second optical lens system and 
plastic lens 18 of the third optical lens system when the temperature increases and "the 
change in the image forming position defined by the third optical lens 18 in the positive 
direction is offset by the change in the image forming position by the plastic lens 141 in 
the negative direction" (page 16, lines 8-14), the specification does not disclose or 
suggest that the image forming position was changed because of the change/variation 
in a radius of curvature of the lens surface of the plastic lenses 1 41 and 1 8, when the 
temperature changes. 
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Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: a proper antecedent basis should be provided for "a 
variation in a radius of curvature of an imaging surface of the second optical lens 
system is opposite to that in a radius of curvature of an imaging surface of the third 
optical lens system in the sub-scanning direction in accordance with a change in 
temperature." recited in claims 1-4, last paragraph.

The amendment filed 10/23/02 overcomes the rejection of claims 1-4 made in 
paper no. 3.
